SOURCES OF REVENUE FOR NATIONAL BUDGET

Parliament has ratified the 1980-81 Estimate of Revenues and Expenditures, 
and it will take effect on 1 April 1980. The 1980-81 budget, the second year 
of the Third Five Year Plan, calls for expenditures of 10.5 trillion rupiahs, 
an increase of 52.2 percent over Fiscal Year (FY) 1979-80. 


This article will address the rise in government expenditures, and their 
influence on economic conditions. We often hear about our nation's increas- 
ing revenue sources, but do not fully understand the reasons for that in- 
crease. 


This article will explain how we are able to increase state revenues, and 
study the relationship between development and increases in state revenue. 


l. Sources of Revenue for the 1980-81 Budget 


The Estimate of State Revenues for 1980-81, which matches the national bud- 
get, was prepared based on previous budgets. 


After examining the 10.5 trillion rupiah budget, with 5.5 trillion rupiahs 
for routine expenditures and 5 trillion rupiahs for development, we can 
examine domestic revenue sources, particularly taxes. 


If domestic revenues are insufficient to cover the deficit in the development 
budget, and government funds cannot make up this deficit, outside aid will 
be needed. 














In the past, the government has always striven to protect the principle of 
the balanced budget, which has been in effect since the initial year of econ- 
omic stabilization and rehabilitation, later followed by the First and 
Second Five-Year Plans. Since this policy is still in effect, the govern- 
ment must supplement the 3.5 trillion rupiahs available for the 5 trillion 
rupiahs development budget with 1.5 trillion rupiahs in foreign aid. 


Domestic revenues are expected to total 9 trillion rupiahs. Where will the 
government get that amount? A look at the budget clearly indicates that the 
primary source of revenue is the oil company tax, expected to produce 6.4 
trillion rupiahs; other tax revenues and non-tax revenues will produce 2.6 
rupiahs. Thus, 71 percent comes from the tax on oil companies, and 29 per- 
cent from nom-oil revenues. (See Table 1). The role of oil company taxes 
has grown over the years. In the first year of the First Five-Year Plan 
(FYP), ofl revenues were 27 percent of domestic revenues; by the end of the 
First Five-Year Plan, they were 39.4 percent. O11 revenues were 55 percent 
of domestic revenues in the Second Five-Year Plan; 61 percent in 1979-80; 
and 71 percent in 1980-81. (See Table 2). 


Looking at the figures in Tables 1 and 2, one could conclude that the gov- 
ernment's increased ability to raise revenues, which permits an increase in 
State expenditures, represents the fruits of an oil bonanza, rather than 
taxes drawn from domestic sources resulting from development. Precisely be- 
cause the major share of domestic revenues comes from the oil company tax, 
the government faces a more serious challenge from inflation than it faced 
in previous years. 


What causes us to draw this conclusion is that only 2.6 trillion rupiahs will 
be drawn from circulation, in the form of direct and indirect taxes and non- 
tax revenues. The government must get the remaining 7.9 trillion from oil 
company taxes and foreign aid, received by the government in foreign currency. 
The monetary expansion occasioned by oil taxes and foreign aid, in our view, 
is a primary source of inflation. 


These facts indicate that the FY 1980-81 budget is balanced in name, only 
since the ability of the government to withdraw funds from circulation 
(monetary contraction) is far less than the money supply's ability to grow 
(monetary expansion) via the infusion of oil revenues and foreign aid. In 
our judgment, this will be a prime source of inflation in 1980-81, if we 
are unable to balance this increase in the money supply with increasing pro- 
ductivity and an expanded flow of goods and services. 


II. Allocation of State Expenditures for FY 1980-81 


The FY 1980-81 budget allocates 5.5 trillion rupiahs for routine expenditures 
and 5 trillion for development. The development budget will be somewhat 
higher, since in the first half of FY 1979-80, there was a surplus of 272.5 
billion rupiahs. This figure was expected to reach a minimum of 1 trillion 
rupiahs, since the government was forced to cut back on development to curb 
inflation. By the end of 1979, the surplus had reached 500 billion rupiahs.

The 5i 
percent imnerease in personnel expenses is not so drastic, when one looks at 
the decline im purchasing power of state employees since April 197) (the last 
wane agreement for estate employees), which had reached 50 percent by 31 March 
i960, 


with regard to the development budget, the government is committed to equit- 

able distribution of development, particularly to aiding weak sectors of the 

economy via INPRES projects and World Development funde. INPRES allocations 

are up 62.2 percent ver 1979-80, and World Development Funds are up 413 per- 
ent. However, the .|!ocations for the two items represent just 17.2 percent 
of the development budget (861.3 billion rupiahse). Thus. the funds set aside 
for weak sectors of the economy are less than the funds reserved for the fuel 
oil subsidy. 


fo determine where the funds for development will come ‘rom, we gust look at 
domestic revenues. [' domestic revenues are heavily dependent upon the of] 
sector, then government funde are a function of the oii sector. Tabie 4 shows 
the powitive correlation between the role of oil; the increase in government 
funds; and the increisse in the size of the development budget, whic! means 

an ‘norease im ‘oreien ald. Table 5 indicates there is so connection in the 
percentage of the development budget coming from government funds and the 
percentage coming froe foreign aid. 


The increasingly larece revenues from the oi] tax means increasingly large 
government funds, an!’ 1 decrease in the percentage coming from foreign aid. 
Aithough ofl revenues increased during the Second Five-Year Plan, che cor- 
relation Was not positive, eince foreign aid actually increased. The for- 
clgn exchange from o!. revenues was not managed well in those years, and 
the Pertamina financial crisis of 1975-76 took place following the “oil boom” 
of earlier years. The oil boom year of 1979 has had great effect on the 
1960-5) Estimate of fevenves and Expenditures, in which foreign aid cropped 
‘rom 42.2 percent of the development budget to 30 percent. In 1980-1, the 
oli boom will contin.«. Hopefully, we will aot repeat (he mismanagewent of 
1975-76.

i, The 1980-81 budget represents delicit financing, although bookkeeping 
appears to maintain a balanced budget. This is a consequence of a far 
higher tetal of ofl revenues than taxes drawn from domestic sources. This 
meane that inflationary pressure cannot be avoided in 1980-41, 


2. The primary role of ofl revenues pointe to the fact that our ability 
to draw taxes from domestic sources is etill weak. There is not yet a 
positive correlation between the fruits of development and success in col- 
lecting taxes as 4 source of revenue. 


), In the absence of adequate non-oil tax revenues, oi! revenues have to 
be used to meet the costs of the routine budget. 


4, Although the trend in of] revenues has been up from year to year, this 
does fot mean that we are less reliant upon foreign aid to finance the de- 


velopment budget. 


5. In the third year of the Third Five-Year Plan (1981-82), we must avoid 
repeating the mistakes of 1975-76. 


Thus, we have tried to demonstrate that the nation's increasing ability to 
collect revenues, as reflected in the 1980-1 Estimate of Revenues and 
Expenditures, does not come from increasing ability to draw tax revenues 
from a rapidly growing economy, but is attributable to a windfall gain from 
the rapid rise in oil prices, particularly in 1979.

ROLE OF OLL IN THE NATIONAL BUDGET

On 1 April 1980, Indonesia entered Fiscal Year (FY) 1980-681, the second 
year of the Third Five-Year Plan (FYP). The Eetimate of Revenues and Ex- 
penditures enables ue to measure the government's ability to finance devel- 
opment. Domestic revenues, less routine expenditures, indicate how such 
is available for development. The more the government is able to collect, 
the less foreign aid will be needed. 


Government revenues come from two sources, namely, domestic revenues and 
fevelopment revenues. Domestic sources include three major components: 
direct taxes, which include income taxes, corporate taxes,oii company taxes, 
withholding taxes, regional development taxes, etc; indirect taxes, including 
sales taxes, import sales taxes, customs, import duties, export taxes, etc.; 
and non-tax revenues, while development revenues consist of aid programs an: 
iid projects. 


indonesia believes in a balanced budget. Expenditures consist of routine ex- 
penditures and development costs. Routine expenditures include personne! 

ts, goods, regional autonomy subsidy, interest and payment on debts, and 
thers (including the fuel oil subsidy). 


© budget has grown from year to year. The question comes to mind: Can 
the level of production of goods and services be increased to match the growth 
{ the money supply’? With the growth of the state budget, and its increas- 
ingly severe burden, is development rapid enough; is it spreading; and, most 
important, is it spreading evenly’? it is certain that government expenditures 
will erow increasingly larger, if its capacity to raise revenues increases, 




















particularly (rom eaport taxes. if export taxes were to shrink, the govern 
ment would have ne recourse but to inerease loans from abroad, or most dis- 
turbing, to print more money, If that were to happen, indonesian economic 
growth would alwaye be haunted by super=inf lation, 


Ol company taxes can be expected to continue to grow because of OPEC's oii 
pricing poltey, from which Indonesia derives benefits, If the oil price 
falle, or the amount of of] exported falls, of] company tax revenues wiil 
shrink, and cur growth and development will be threatened. Since the price 
of oil and the amount exported have continued to rise, state revenues have 
continued to increase, Revenues from oi) and natural gas are received in 
the form of foreign exchange, #0 increasing exports of of] and natural gas 
brings about 4 rise in our foreign exchange reserves. 


if domestic revenues cannot match domestic expenditures, the budget is threat- 
ened, and we have a deficit. Government policy has been to maintain a bal- 
anced budget, which means making up any deficit with foreign aid; thie is de- 
pendent upon being able to draw money from external sources to match rapid 
increases in expenditures. If money cannot be acquired from abroad, the 

easy solution is to print more money. 


The people of Indonesia should thank Allah, since up to now, Indonesia has 
been able to meet ite domestic needs from oil revenues, the primary hope for 
national development. in the foreseeable future, oil and natural gas will 
have great value, and high productivity, and we can use the fruits for devel- 


opment. 
Rolie of Oil 


To deal with rapid inflation, Indonesia gust have a second budget policy. 

The government has carried out a balanced budget policy since 1968, to sta- 
bilige the economy. Beginning in 1968, routine government expend‘tures have 
been financed entirely from domestic revenues. Because domestic revenues 
have grown, and routine expenditures held down, the funds available for de- 
velopment have grown. Since 1968, foreign aid has been used only to finance 
rehabilitation and economic development. Since we have maintained a balanced 
budget, we have not had to increase the amount of money in circulation the 
way past governments did. in FY 69, the fiscal year was changed to 1 Aprii- 
ji March. The First Five-Year Plan began the following year, and the govern- 
ment began its efforts to promote development and reduce dependence on foreign 
aid. 


The role of ofl and natural gas in state revenues has been increasingly prom- 
inent. Several factors influence the rise in revenues from the oil company 
tax. First is the ability to increase production of oil and natural gas. 
Second is domestic use of fuel ofl. To guarantee availability of oil for 
export, the percentage of increase in domestic of] consumption must be lower 
than the percentage increase in oil production. Third is the influence of 
suppiy and demand on the world of] market; that is, if the amount available 
is low, while demand increases. In other words, the influence of world oii

policy. Fourth, since the majority of Indonesian of] is produced by foreign 
contractors, the system of dividing profite plays a role. Fifth, if produc- 
Lion is te continue to imerease, we must have a large exploration program, 
both inland and offehore. This requires enormous funds, if it must be done 
by Pertamina, If not, we gust prompt foreign contractors to carry out oil 
and gae exploration, 


In other words, there are factors which may limit the continuing rise in oil 
revenues, Indonesia must not be content with the high price of petroleum, 
but must aleo etrive to increase production. 


As domestic revenues, particularly from oi] and natural gas, continue to 
increase, the role of of] revenues in financing routine expenditures and de- 
velopment grows. Table 1 shows the of] tax share of domestic revenues. 


Clearly, ofl revenues are the backbone of domestic revenues. The role of 
oll te clearly evident since the beginning of the Second Five-Year Plan. 

in the firet year of the Third Five-Year Plan, oi] revenues were 61.48 per- 
cent of domestic revenues; in che current FY (1980-81), of] revenues will 
be /1 percent of domestic revenues. 


Table 2 shows the growth in ofl revenues from year to year. Oil revenues 
for 1979-80 surpass overall state revenues for 1976-77; oil revenues for 
1980-81 will match state revenues (domestic revenues plus development rev- 
enues) for 1979-80. The role of ofl is undeniable. 


if the government maintains the fuel ofl subsidy, the amount allotted for 
1980-81 (828.3 billion rupiahs) may prove disturbing. If the fuel ofl sub- 
sidy were to be eliminated, or reduced, substantial revenues would be avai)- 
able. This would mean more money for development. 


One may ask why Indonesia, an oil exporting nation, must have a fuel oil 
subsicy. The problem is that crude ofl used domestically must sell at the 
same price as exported oil. Otherwise, producers will lose money if it is 
sold domestically. Thie would result in losses for Pertamina. Thus, 
efforte to reduce the fuel ofl subsidy must be done with great care, since 
many people will be affected. 


Thies article has shown the key role of oil and natural gas in successive 
national budgets.

GUERRILLAS ASSAULT VIETNAMESE POSITION IN BATTAMBANG

[Excerpt] During the current rainy season, our army and guerrillas on the 
Kamrieng-Southern Bav.i battlefield have been conducting powerful and 
vigorous guerrilla attacks against the Vietnamese enemy on every front, 
constantly destroying his manpower and driving him into a state of permanent 
panic. At the Vietnamese enemy positions on Hill 147 and at O Koki alone, 
our guerrillas have stepped up a series of systematic assaults which forced 
the Vietnamese troops to remain huddled indoors, frightened and confused 
firmly grasping the layout of the enemy positions and knowing that the Viet- 
namese enemy aggressor troops were combat weary and gun-shy, our guerrillas 
kept up relentless attacks, encirclement and pressure on them in these two 
positions. On 20 August we raided and occupied the positions on Hill 147 
and at O Koki. As a result, we killed or wounded 19 enemy troops, destroyed 
15 trenches, knocked out an 80-mm mortar and an M-30 machinegun and seized a 
quantity of materiel. The survivors, panic-stricken, abandoned the posi- 
tions. During their disorderly retreat, our guerrillas pursued and drove 
them into minefields and punji stakes and pits, causing more casualties. 


It should be noted that the two enemy positions on Hill 147 and at O Koki 
were permanently defended by more than a battalion of Vietnamese troops and 
protected by a dense network of over 150 trenches. After driving the Viet- 
namese enemy out of these positions, our inspection of the captured areas 
revealed several fresh graves of Vietnamese troops.

THLOUNN THIOUM ADDRESSES UN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT SESSION

[Text) A delegation of Democratic Kampuchea led by Thiounn Thioum, minister 
of economy and finance, attended the UN Special Session on Economic Deve lop- 
ment held in New York from 25 August to 5 September 1980. 


Prior to attending this special session, our Democratic Kampuchean delegation 
took part in a meeting of over 100 developing countries known as the Group of 
77 in order to prepare a joint strategy on the establishment of a new inter- 

national economic order. 


On 3 September, Thiounn Thioum delivered a speech at the UN Special Session. 
Following are highlights of his speech: 





Thiounn Thioum said: Without peace, any attempt to establish a new inter- 
national economic order will fail. Regional peace and world peace are in- 
separable. Democratic Kampuchea has already passed through this miserabie 
experience. All establishments in economic, agricultural, industrial, social, 
health and educational fields built by Democratic Kampuchea from 1975 to 1978 
have been destroyed. The crimes perpetrated on the Kampuchean peopie by the 
Vietnamese aggressors in order to destroy the Kampuchean race and civiliza- 
tion are extremely heinoue. Having been through this miserable experience, 
our delegation must again stress that a social and economic system can be 
established only in a world of peace. However, everyone is well aware that 
world peace is currently being threatened by expansionist forces under the 
pretext of detente. 


Thiounn Thioum went on: Over 20,000 Vietnamese troops have invaded and 
occupied Democratic Kampuchea since 25 December 1978, they have obviously 
trampled upon the UN Charter, the nonaligned principles and international 
iaw. The Soviet-backed Vietnamese aggression against Democratic Kampuchea 
is aimed at fulfilling their Indochina federation strategy and their expan- 
sionist strategy against Southeast Asia and the Straits of Malacca. This is 
similar to the Soviet invasion into Afghanistan. The Soviet Union is not 
aiming only at Afghanistan but also toward the rich oil wells of the Persian 
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Gulf and the Middle East. These two aggressions are an attempt to dominate 
the world and to control the strategic areas which are vital to the inter- 
national economy, 


Thiounn Thioum continued: Those who have been hoodwinked by Vietnam and the 
Soviet Union believe that they can separate the Vietnamese expansionists from 
the Soviet expansionists, that the Hanoi authorities desire only to dominate 
Indochina and that after this ambition is fulfilled, the Hanoi authorities 
will not expand further into other regions. This is a big misunderstanding. 
in order to achieve their Indochina federation strategy, the Hanoi authori- 
ties need military and economic aid from the Soviet Union. Without this aid, 
the Hanoi clique can never fulfill its design to set up the Indochina federa- 
tion. For this reason, the Hanoi clique has been willing to carry out any 
Soviet order. At the same time, the Soviet Union also needs the Hanoi clique 
to fulfill ite expansionist strategy in Southeast Asia and the Middle East. 


However, in their thrust toward Southeast Asia, the Hanoi clique and the 
Soviet Union have met with a big obstacle barring their way--the resolute 
struggle of the people and government of Democratic Kampuchea to defend the 
Kampuchean nation, people, national entity and their right to be an inde- 
pendent, sovereign and neutral state. As a result of this resolute struggle, 
over 250,000 Vietnamese troops are deeply bogged down in the Kampuchean 
battlefield, thus plunging the Hanoi clique into a serious impasse in the 
military field. in order to escape this impasse, the Hanoi clique has 
actively launched all kinds of diplomatic maneuvers in an attempt to legalize 
its aggression in Kampuchea and to make the world accept its aggression as

Mr Saleem added that 
due to the effective foreign policy of President Zia, Pakistan has won 
respect in the Middle East and the Third World. This had the enemies of 
our country worried.

NATLONAL ECONOMY SHOWS SIGNIFICANT IMPROVEMENT 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 12 Aug 80 p 3 


[Text] For the past year, the national economy of Pakistan has improved 
significantly, as is shown clearly by the Government of Pakistan's 1980-81] 
budget. Total output value increased 6.2 percent compared with the. previous 
fiscal year. 


Agriculture is a key sector in Pakistan, and its production growth rate has 
reached 6.4 percent--more than double the population growth rate. Last 
year's growch rate was only 4.18 percent, but this year, in terms of just 
cotton and wheat, cotton output is above last year's level, increasing 58 
percent, and wheat output leaped to over 10 million tons, exceeding the 
highest annual record in history. The manufacturing sector has also over- 
come its stagnation and increased 8.1 percent. The growth of agriculture 
and manufacturing is fully reflected in exporting, where there have been 
great increases in the rate of exports. 


Development of the private industrial sector has not been rapid, but there 
have been clear improvements in the utilization of existing productive 
capacity. Private investaent is estimated to have reached 3.38 billion 
rupees (the Pakistani currency; 100 rupees is about 14.7 RMB), while last 
year it was only 2.33 billion rupees. 


Along with the growth of industry, Pakistan's budget has expanded corres- 

pondingly. The annual budget has increased from 46,289 million rupees in 

1978-79 to 52,139 million rupees in 1979-80 and 57,813.3 million rupees in 
1980-81. 


In view of the shortage of resources and lack of new investments, the Paki- 
stani Ministry of Finance has put forth new proposals to reduce taxes and 
encourage private industry. Its aim is to coordinate economic policy in the 
Fifth Five-Year Plan, and thus provide the greatest advantage for private 
enterprise while guarding against unreasonable competition. The Government 
of Pakistan's revision of its import policy is one of these measures.

‘POST’ COMPLAINS ABOUT THAILAND-BASED FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS

[Editorial: "Playing with Fire") 


[Text] Thailand is witnessing the emergence of a particular breed of 
Western correspondent who, claiming liberal traditions and principles, 
concentrates all his or her attention on aspects of Thailand that do not 
conform with set prejudices and preconceptions. Such a correspondent 
writes unfavourably about our country and inflicts considerable damage on 
us in the eyes of the world. We are beginning to experience cases of 
“slanted” reporting akin to that of the Vietnamese war era where such 
correspondents scavenged for ail the worst possible things to write about 
the Saigon government and in the end shocked the American public to the 
extent that they had no more stomach for fighting to maintain an anticomm- 
nist administration in the southern portion of Vietnaa. 


It ie true that the Thieu administration was corrupt, oppressive and unpop- 
ular but the irony was that there was little accurate proper reporting on 
what was then North Vietnam, whose crimes against humanity and human rights 
were much greater. Hanoi would only permit pro-Hanoi correspondents sympa- 
thetic to its ideology and cause to report on its affairs. As a result, 
there was lack of balance in the information reaching the Americans and 
other peoples cf the world. There was no real concept of the totalitarian 
type of government that would be imposed on the Vietnamese people with 
Hanoi's takeover of South Vietnam. 


Those correspondents who had denounced the Thieu government and made heroes 
of the Viet Cong and the North Vietnamese soldiers not only accepted the 
clampdown on freedom in Vietnam but also tried to invent excuses for Hanoi's 
excesses and even appeared to condone its efforts to colonise Laos and 
Kampuchea. 


Correspondents for some influential regional magazines who write sympathe- 
tically for Vietnam in the full knowledge that if they fail to do so they 
will not be allowed into Indochina, seem nowadays to be finding a great 
deal with which to criticise Thailand or about which to cast doubts on 
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Thailand's motives regarding the refugees or about Thailand's military 
preparedness o: the unity of the Thal people. Also being questioned is 
Thailand's capability in dealing with the communist insurgency. It's true 
that like all other countries we have our failings but, in some publications, 
they are being stressed to the exclusion of our strengths and successes, 


Lt is not Vietnamese propaganda or orchestration of that propaganda by the 
Soviet bloc which is giving false impressions about the Southeast Asian 
situation, taking interest away from the basic issue of the Vietnamese 
invasion and continuing occupation of Kampuchea. The communist propaganda 
is laboured, heavy-handed and boring. It is the correspondents writing for 
the major newspapers of the world in the United States, the United Kingdom 
and France who either intentionally or not write critically of Thailand, 
all in the name of liberalisn. 


with no balance provided in objective reporting from Indochina, Thailand 
faces the risk that South Vietnam did--some writere will search for all 
the bad things to write about since it's such things that make sensational 
news. As a free, open society, it is subjected to saturation bombardment 
in the news media of the world. The risk becomes greater as more corre- 
spondents come here and compete with each other for what they call news.

PREM TO DISCUSS INTERIOR MINISTRY RESHUFFLE

[Text] Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanon and Interior Minister Prathuang 
Kiratibut will on Monday discuss the list of senior interior ministry 
officials to be reshuffled for the coming fiscal year and the appointment 

of a new under-secretary of state for interior, Mr Prathuang said yesterday. 


Sources in the ministry, who declined to be identified, reported that current 
local administration department Director General Damrong Sunthonsarathun 
would be named the new under-secretary, succeeding Winyu Angkanarak who 

has been suspended on malfeasance charges. The report could not be confirmed 
by any top ranking officials. 


The sources said that the appointment of Mr Damrong was approved Thursday 
during the National Security Council meeting chaired by the prime minister. 


Meanwhile, Mr Prathuang said he will present for Gen Prem's approval the 
list of ministry officials from C9 and up who are to be moved and appointed 
in the annual reshuffle. 


He also said that he will go to the south to chair a meeting at Sena Narong 
army base in Songkhia, at which a number of high-ranking military and police 
officers and senior provincial authorities will discuss the problems in the 
Restive region. The National Security Council will organise the meeting 
September 4-5, he said. 


Mr Prathuang said he had decided to cancel his planned trip to China and 
Hong Kong August 31 to September 19. The Chinese government had invited 
him to view the judicial process in that country. 

Mr Prathuang said he had instead assigned the deputy director-general of 


the public prosecution department, Mr Suchin Timsuwan, to lead a 14-man 
delegation to China.

TOO MANY POLITICAL PARTIES IN THAILAND 
BKO20246 Bangkok NATION REVIEW in English 2 Sep 80 p 2 
[Editerial: “Many Parties are Bane of Democracy Here") 


[Text] A very important statement was made by elder statesman Admiral 
Sa-Ngat Chaloyu, who as the former chairman of the now defunct National 
Administration Reform Council and currently one of the senators, qualifies 
for that epithet. He said that there are too many political parties and he 
is chary of forming one himself. We are extremely glad to hear somebody 

of his stature point to the endemic disease of democracy in Thailand--too 
many political parties. There is no chance of establishing a stable demo- 
cracy in Thailand if political parties start proliferating as rabbits. 


Democracy, or the democratic form of government, is not the common feature 
of the Thai government. But whenever an election is held there are about 
40 political parties competing for seats in the house of representatives 
and it is always a foregone conclusion that no party will be able to secure 
a majority. The solution is, of course, to reduce the number of political 
parties to two major ones, one of which will be able to secure a majority. 
In that way not only will the representatives of the people be able to form 
a government with a strong voice in Parliament, but the other major party 
will coordinate the opposition and keep the government in line. 


Is this too much to hope for in Thailand? Ail the older and major democracies 
of the world have ended up with only two major political parties. Of course 
there are others, Like the Liberal Party in Britain, or like John Anderson 
running for the presidency in the United States as an independent. But 

these minor political parties only come into focus when the balance is very 
critical. Usually, under such circumstances, a new election is called. 


Sticking to technical terms, the present Thai government is not democratic 
despite the fact that its composition is correct under the present consti- 
tution. Some of the key cabinet ministers have not been elected but quite 
a few of them are members of the house of representatives. At present, 

for instance, joining the non-elected ministers are those from four polit- 
ical parties. It is only natural under the circumstances that the parties 
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will pull in different directions while non-elected members, like Prime 
Minister Prem lingulanon, will try to keep the team together. 


When he had full-fledged democracy, say under M.R. Khukrit Pramot or M.R., 
Seni Pramot, again there was no majority party that could rule the country 
ind go it had to be a coalition government and, consequently contained 
the seeds of ite own destruction, Next comes the election law which allows 
any number of political parties to compete in eleccions. It will be undemo- 
cratic if it ie stipulated in the election law tnat only a certain number 

f parties will be permitted. 


we cannot see a solution to the problem. What we see is very idealistic. 

lf the politicians could only put the country above self-interest, if they 
can only foin together to form two strong political parties, democracy in 
Thatland will be assured because there will then be a majority in the house 
and a stable government by elected representatives of the people.

CONSORTIUM LOAN AGREEMENT--The government on 8 August signed an agreement 
with a consortium of 38 international banks to obtain a syndicated loan of 
6,200 million baht to finance the expansion projects of six state enter- 
prises. The agreement was signed by Thai ambassador to London Phaen 
Wannamethi and representatives of the 38 banks, 8 of which are from the 
United States, 12 from Europe, 7 Japanese, 2 Thai and 9 from other countries.

ECONOMIC STATISTICS--Thailand suffered a trade deficit of 12,074 million 
baht during the first 5 months of this year, an increase of 925 million 
baht over that recorded during the corresponding period of 1979. Latest 
statistics from the customs department showed that the country imported 
over 74,444 million baht worth of goods during the period, but exported 
only 61,470 million baht worth of goods. Major commodities exported during 
the period included 10,678 million baht of rice, 6,165 million baht of tin, 
5,625 million baht of tapioca pellets, 5,527 million baht of rubber, 2,483 
million baht of maize, 2,345 million baht of sugar, 1,605 million baht of 
precious stones and 1,358 million baht of garment. During the period oil 
imports accounted for over 25,597 million baht.

CLASH WITH INSURGENTS--Nakhon Si Thammarat--Six people, including two 
insurgents, were killed in a gun fight at a checkpoint set up by insurgents 
on the Thung Song-Ban Lammao Road in Thung Song District yesterday afternoon, 
police said. At about 1:30 p.m. a public bus was forced to stop at the 
checkpoint set up by about 14 insurgents. A village headman identified as 
Vinai Chindawong travelling on the bus opened fire on the insurgents and in 
turn was fied upon. A border patrol policeman, Pvt Decha Sidara travelling 
on the bus also opened fire. They kilied two insurgents, and were later 
killed themselves. in the cross fire, two passengers on the bus were also 
killed. Police theorised that the insurgents set up the road block with 
intent to kill village headman Vinai. They said Vinai was on his way to 

a meeting of other village headmen in Thung Song District. There they were 
supposed to discuss ways of fighting communists and were to train defence 
volunteers. Earlier this week, the headman of Tambon Lamnao, Saengkaew 
Rungsrinual, was killed by three insurgents in a market in Thung Song 
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District. He was among the participants of the meeting, police said,

PRC COMMERCIAL FLIGHT ARRIVES--The first Chinese commercial flight arrived 
here yesterday, carrying 25 passengers on board. Captain of the plane 
said the Boeing /07 left Beijing at 9:00 am and arrived at Don Muang 
Airport at 3:50 pm after stopping over at Guangzhou. Captain Yin Kan Ting, 
46, said the plane had to make a detour over Burma, making the travelling 
time three hours longer than the route over Vietnam and Kampuchea. The 
aircraft will be flown back to Beijing this morning with 166 passengers, 
mostly Thai businessmen, The Chinese Boeing will make regular flights 
from Beijing to Bangkok every Friday at 9:00 am and from Bangkok to Beijing 
every Saturday at 8:00 am, A spokesman of the Civil Aviation Administra- 
tion of Chima (CAAC), meanwhile, said the flight from Bangkok to China by 
the Chinese airliner has been over-booked for several months in advance. 
Thai International also announced a special "friendship flight" to China 
next Friday.

LABOR MAGAZINE RESUMES PUBLICATION--"Khao Khon Ngan" (Worker's News) a 
forthnightly magazine published by the Labour Congress of Thailand, will 
resume publication in October, the editor of the paper said yesterday. 

The magazine ceased publication for almost two years because of financial 
trouble. Editor Nikhom Tengyal, who is also deputy leader of the business 
organization of the Teachers’ Institute Labour Union, said the first issue 
of the new "Khao Khon Ngan" will come out on October 14. "We want it to 
coincide with the anniversary of the October 14 uprising as well as to 
remember the great event," he said. "Khao Khon Ngan" concentrated its 
coverage on reports on labour developments. Nikhom said the publication 
o* the magazine would be financed by the International Confederation of 
Trade Unions (ICFTU). The labour organization, he said, promised to extend 
financial assistance of around 17,000 baht a month to the magazine.

FORCES FREE HOSTAGES--Narathiwat--Government forces yesterday afternoon 
rescued 28 workers taken hostage by southern terrorists in the Ban Aikamala 
hills in Ra-Ngae District. The hostages, employees of logging and mining 
companies in the province, were among 38 people captured by the terrorists 
on August 21. The terrorists had freed three muslims and the other seven 
men were released last week after their employers agreed to pay ransom for 
them. Three of the hostages freed yesterday were wounded by gunfire and 
were sent to Narathiwat Hospital for treatment. The hostages were rescued 
by a 120-strong joint force, including the special operations unit of 
Ra-Ngae District, marines and village defence volunteers, in a gun battle 
with about 20 terrorists, at around 2 a.m. yesterday. The force, led by 
Narathiwat deputy superintendent, Lt-Col Sunthon Sai-Kwan, went to he 

mu 5 area of the Ban Aikamala hills where the hostages were being held. 
They fought for about 20 minutes with the terrorists, who then retreated 
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into the jungle, leaving behind the hostages. No details of any other 
casualties in the fighting were available yesterday.

MLLITARY OFFICERS RETIRE--A total of 65 top military generals, marshals 

and admirals are due to retire from government services at the end of this 
month, At the top of the list is Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanon whose 

term as army commander-in-chief will officially end on September 30, 1980. 
It has yet to be decided whether he will accept an extension as proposed 

by certain political and military circles. Gen Prem is one of the 26 
generals at the Royal Thai Army due for retirement. The others include 

Gen Prachuap Suntharangkun, adviser to the RTA, Maj Gen Sutsai Hatsadin, 
chief of the hilltribe affairs of the Internal Security Commander Operations 
([SOC) and Maj Gen Thawon Chuaiprasit, attached to the RTA. Six admirals 
will retire from the Royal Thai Navy, including RTN Commander-in-Chief Adm 
Kawi Singha. Nine top air force personnel will retire. They include Deputy 
RTAF Commander-in-Chief, Acm Prachak Suthimai and Assistant RTAF Commander- 
in-Chief, Acm Ruangchai Kanchanaphokhin. At the Supreme Command, 15 generals 
are due for retirement. They include Deputy Supreme Commanders Gen Charoen 
Phongphanit, and Adm M.R. Phanthum Thawiwong, Gen Chaweng Yangcharoen, 
attached to the Supreme Command Gen Kroeksin Kalayanakun, chief of the 
Supreme Command's chief-of-scaff, and Adm Prasoet Chunngam, deputy chief-of- 
staff. Nine senior military men will retire from the Defence Ministry. The 
most senior among them are Undersecretary of State for Defence Gen Sitthi 
Chirarot, Gen Pralong Wirapri, attached to the secretariat and Gen Phon
